Cleveland Bergdoll, draft dodger end 
army deserter,-is a fugitive from justice. 

in Philadelphia on “a secret mission 
that it would not be in the interests of 
the military: service to disclose,”*: Berg- 
doH eluded two guards at 2:55 -o'’clock 
this afternoon and’ slipped fromthe sec- 
ond floor of his mother’s home, Fifty- 
second Street and Wynnefield Avenue. 

Leaving the house by some unknown 
way, he jumped - into~his own high- 
jpowered automobile. and accompanied by 
isaac Stecker, his chauffeur, fled. D. 
Clarence Gibboney, counsel for’ Mrs, 
Emma Bergdoll, the slacker’s mother, 
said that he had probably gone toward 
Baltimore, 

Bergdoll. had been in Philadelphia 
since yesterday morning. According to 
Mr, Gibboney the business upon which 
Bergdoll was bent would consume three: 
or four days, and it. was not to have 
ended in Philadelphia. Mr. _Gibboney 
said that Bergdoll and his guard were to 
have left the city at 4:30 o'clock ‘this 
afternoon for a place the name of which, 
the attorney would not. disclose,
